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STORM BREAKING 
OVER ZION CITY. 


Dr. Dowie Orders Overseer 
Speicher Removed for Per- 
mitting a Marriage to 
Be Performed. 


DEACON REFUSES TO GO. 


Members of Triumvirate“ Take 
His Part—Future of Church 
Hangs on Outcome of 
Contest. 


Zion City is on the verge of another up- 
heaval. This time it may be spiritual as well 
as temporal and involve either the return of 
Dr. Dowie to his former complete ascend- 
erecy or his abdication of authority in the 
church as well as in financial affairs. In 
the event of the former contingency it is 
feared that the ultimate financial conse 
quences would be serious. 

This chaotic condition of affairs, which 
threw the officers of the church and the re- 
cently appointed “triumvirate” into long 
and heated conferences last night, is the 
direct outcome of a cablegram which “ The 
First Apostle’ sent to Judge V. V. Barnes 
from Litchfield, Jamaica, last Wednesday. 
It read: 

Cancel the authority of Overseer Speicher and 
remove him from the church for acting as the 
devil’s matrimonial bureau in marrying Deacon 
Cotton and Dorris Aufdemberger. DOWIE. 


Trying to Save Dowie. 

Since that time many other messages have 
passed between Dr. Dowie and hie chief legal 
adviser, Judge Barnes, and it is understood 
that the latter has worked hard to save the 
head of the overseer. 

The situation yesterday remained uncer- 
tain. Overseer Speicher was absent from his 
usual place in the meeting at Shiloh taber- 
na cle, but it was denied on all sides that he 
had resigned. 

Mr. Barnes, while refusing to make any 
statement on the subject, would not deny the 
receipt of the telegram and the subsequent 
action. If Overseer Speicher refuses to ac- 
cept this order and if the triumvirate refuses 
to insist upon it and it comes to an open re- 
bellion there is little question that the major- 


Aty of the members of the church would stand 


by their first leader. 


Speicher Assumes Authority. 

The summary action of Dr. Dowie in seck- 
ing to oust Overseer Speicher is based upon 
the latter’s alleged assumption of spiritual 
authority and reversal of spiritual rules. 
Deacon Frank Cotton was until last week 
manager of the Zion hospice, one of the most 
important positions in the church. He has 
been one of Dr. Dowie's chief lieutenants 
since the world’s fair year. 

Less than a year ago Deacon Cotton's wife 
died. Within a few months he had grown 


attentive to her sister, Dorris Autieraberger. 
* 


church Rules on Matrimony. 

Now, among the rules of the Christian 
Catholic church in Zion some of the most 
important deal with the marriage relations. 
Before a couple can be married in Zion City 
it igs necessary to procure the permission of 
Dr. Dowie, just as it is necessary to get a 
marriage license in other cities. 

During Dr. Dowie’s last visit to Zion City 
Deacon Cotton asked permission to marry 
his sister-in-law. This was refused per- 
emptorily. The exact reason was not given 
out, but it is supposed that Dr. Dowie de- 
sired the couple to wait until another year 
at least had passed. One other instance is 
‘on record of a deacon being required to 
wait two years. 

As soon as Dr. Dowie had gone Mr. Cotton 
applied to Overseer Speicher for a license. 
This was granted, and the deacon and his 
sister-in-law were married on Dec. 23, hard- 
ly a week after Dr. Dowie had sailed. 


Dowie Sends Drastic’ Orders. 

Through his secret service Dr. Dowie heard 
of this, and his fiery denunciation of it took 
the shape of the message quoted and an- 
other one removing Deacon Catton from his 
office in the hospice and from his member- 
ship in the church. When Deacon Cotton 
and his bride returned from the honeymoon 
to New York they were called to “ the car- 
pet and read the order. They left the city 
immediately. 

Overseer Speicher gave out a statement 
last. week saying that the policy of Zion 
would be reversed in many ways. It has 
been the intention of the men to whom Dr. 
Dowie gave the power of attorney to open 
the gates of the city to new industry and to 
build up a solid financial basis for the many 
industries settled there. The creditors of 
Zion, who had become pressing again, were 
given to understand plainly that Dr. Dowie 
was no longer at the helm, and this in many 
cases was made the basis of renewed credit. 

Overseer John G. Speicher long has been 
considered the second man in Zion. His re- 
moval from the church would lead neces- 
sarily to His removal from the “ trium- 
virate,” and the liberal commercial policy 
would be given a jolt. 


Speicher Keeps Silent. 

Neither Mr. Speicher nor Deacon Alexan- 
der Granger, his colleague, would speak of 
the dffair in the evening. From other sources, 
however, it was learned that every effort 
is being made to have the overseer retained. 
His colleagues recognize that his familiarity 
with the business and personal interests of 
Zion City make him a valuable man. There 
ts the further sentiment that the return of 
Dr. Dowie to full power would plunge the 
community into financial difficulties from 
which the “ triumvirate” has been striving 
to extricate it. 

Should Dr. Dowie prevail Overseer John 
G. Excell, general ecclesiastical secretary 
of the church, 
Speicher’s successor. The outcome of the 
fight may not be known until the arrival of 
Gladstone Dowie, who is on his way from 
Jamaica with the “ apostolic letter.” 


Mrs. Dowie Presides at Meeting. 

The meeting at Shiloh.tabernacle was sig- 
nificant in many ways. Overseer Jane Dowie, 
Dr. Dowle’s wife, presided at the service. It 
was her first appearance after weeks of I- 
ness. Overseer Speicher usually supplies 
this office. Neither he nor Judge Barnes was 
at the service. The sermon wasdelivered by 
Overseer Bracefiedd He spoke on moral re-

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CRASH AND PANIC IN HOTEL. 


Boiler in Basement Explodes Part- 
ly Wrecking Windermere. 


ENGINEER KILLED BY BLAST. 


Guests Compelled._. to Remove and 
House Closes for Repairs. 


The explosion of an old boilerin the Winder- 
mere hotel, Fifty-fifth street and Cornell ave- 
nue, yesterday morning, cost the life of an 
engineer, caused a panic among the guests of 
the hotel, wrecked the dining room and en- 
gine rooms, and threw the building out of 
plumb. The boiler was to have been dis- 
carded this week to be replaced by a new one, 
which already had been ordered, but for some 
reason could not be installed for several days. 

Only the good construction of the building, 
which faces Jackson park and which was 
known as a World's Fair hotel.“ saved it 
from destruction. Pending repairs the hotel 
will be closed, and its 150 guests were com- 
pelled to remove their effects during the day. 

Although nobody except the engineer was 
geriously injured the wildest panic prevailed 
among the guests for several minutes after 
the explosion. Firemen who arrived at the 
hotel a few minutes after the explosion look 
upon the escape of the guests, who occupied 
rooms directly above the furnace room as 
miraculous. 


Darkness Adds to Terror. 

It was 5:30 a. m. when the guests of the 
hotel were awakened by the terrific explosion 
that shook the six story building to its foun- 
dations. A moment later, dense volumes of 
steam and smoke issued from the furnace 
rooms filling the dark corridors and rooms 
above. The explosion stopped the dynamo, 
which was furnishing electric lights for the 
building, and the darkness added to the gen- 
eral confusion. 

Guests in the north wing of the building, 
in which the explosion occurred, were unable 
to open the doors of their rooms and were 
held prisoners until the doors had been 
broken down by firemen. Mrs. Setta May of 
Cincinnati, who occupied a room directly over 
the boiler room, was thrown from her bed 
by the force of the explosion, but suffered 
no injury except a few bruises. M. E. May, 
son of Mrs. May, who occupied an adjoin- 
ing room, ran to the assistance of his mother, 
but was unable to open the door of her 
room, because the settling of the building 
after the explosion had thrown it out of 
plumb. After she was released from the 
room Mrs. May said that the floor of the 
room had been thrown up two feet. 


Breaks Down Door to Aid Parents. 

One of the first to escape from his room 
after the explosion was Robert waltz, who 
occupied apartment 506 on the fifth floor. 
He was thrown from bed by the force of the 
shock, but after breaking down the door he 
called his mother and his father, Charles 
Baltz, who in turn awakened their daugh- 
ter, Hazel Baltz, who occupied an adjoining 
apartment. 


I Cries for help were heard from the room 


occupied by the Misses Emily and Ethel 
Foster, who were thrown from their bed in 
room 631, 

Clad only in his pajamas and a pair of 
trousers, Baltz hurried to the room, where 
he tried in vain to force open the heavy oak 
door. Finding it impossible, he went back 
to his room, put on his shoes, and kicked in 
the door panel, after which he drew both 
young women through the opening. Dr. 
Theodore Scdlemayer and other guests soon 
went to Baltz s aid, and soon many doors 
were forced open or broken by the rescuers 
and the frightened occupants of the rooms 
liberated. Among those wno were liberated 
in this manner was Mrs. Marie Harvey, who 
was imprisoned in a room on the fourth 
floor with her 8 year old baby. 


Search Two Hours for Body. 
Immediately after the arrival of firemen, 
efforts were made to find Engineer John 
Rapproch, who was in charge of the three 
boilers when the explosion occurred. For 
twe hours the men searched in the débris 
of the emgine room before they found his 
body, where it had been thrown against the 
closed door of the room. He had registered 
on @ time clock but two minutes previous to

the explosion, showing that he was on duty 
when the disaster occurred. 

Four scrub women were in the hallway and 
were about to enter the dining room to clean 
it when the explosion occurred. One of the 
women had crossed the threshold and the 
other three were behind her. All of the 
women were thrown from their feet and far 
into the lobby, but were not seriously in- 
jured. 

Panic Calmed by Manager. 

Women groping down the dark stairways 
into the lobby of the hotel, which was dimly 
lighted by candies, and nearly 100 other 
guests were calmed by Manager Charles G, 
red them that the danger 
was over and that there was no cause for 
further alarm. In less than an hour order 
was brought out.of the chaos and Joseph H. 
Defrees, president of the company owning 
the hotel, took charge of affairs. 

Soon it was seen that the 150 guests of the 
hotel could not be housed there until the 
building had been repaired, although many 
of them expressed their willingness to re- 
main, and a short time later the exodus from 
the place began. 

The force of the explosion had thrown the 
boiler far out of the engine room into the 
south wing of the building, the dining room 
floor was ripped up, tables were thrown to 
the extreme ends of the room, and almost 
every window on the north end of the building 
was broken, 

Deputy Building Commissioner Andrew F. 
Hughes, who inspected the building shortly 
after the explosion, said that the extraor- 
dinarily heavy construction of the building 
alone saved it from complete destruction. 
The fact that the six upper stories of the 
building stood after the center support for 
fcrty-five feet had been torn away was said 
to be unprecedented. 


Boiler Was Declared “ Safe.” 
Several weeks ago the hotel company in- 
stalled new batteries in the building to fur- 
nigh electricity {for lighting and power for 
the elevators. Other apparatus was decided 


had been in use since 1892, was to have been 
replaced in a few days. It had been in- 
spected, however, within a few days by both 
the city inspectors and inspectors from the 
Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection and In- 
surance company and it was pronounced 
safe. 

Boller Inspector William Lumpp himself 
did not appear at the hotel during the day, 
but was represented by a deputy. The 


afternoon was unable to explain why a boiler 
that had been in use since 1892 and was 
considered fit for the scrap heap by the man- 
agement of the hotel, should be pronounced 
as safe by a representative of the city.

LABOR ROUTS MADDEN ‘GANG 


With 150 Policemen on Guard, 
Federation Holds Election. 


DEFEAT OF “BOSS” COMPLETE 


John Fitspatriek President and E. N, 
Nockels Secretary. 


In the most spectacular election ever held 
by the Federation of Labor Martin B. Mad- 
den yesterday suffered a sweeping defeat 
in his efforts to enthrone himself as the 
“labor boss of Chicago. Madden's can- 
didates not only were beaten but his methods 
received a complete check at the hands of 
the police. 

The presence of 150 policemen at Brand's 
hall rendered the labor contest peaceful as 
compared with many that have preceded it. 
With the exception of a single arrest and 
the accidental injury of one delegate, who 
suffered a broken wrist through a fall, there 
was little excitement beyond the heated al- 
tercations of the opposing factions. 

John J. Fitzpatrick of the horseshoers’ 
union was chosen president of the federation 
to succeed Charles Dold. His majority over 
John W. La Vine, the Madden candidate, 
was 200 out of a total of 600 votes cast. d- 
ward N. Nockels wae reélected secretary 
over James B. Barry, the teamster, support- 
ed by Madden, by nearly as large a majority. 
The anti-Madden element also will have @ 
majority of the executive board members. 


Policemen Stationed Everywhere. 

The hall where the election was held resem- 
bled a barracks. Both sides of the room 
were flanked with squads of police, Double 
lines of policemen also stood guard in the 
hallways and on the stairs approaching the 
voting booths. There were police at every 
entrance and at every exit, inside and out- 
side the building, and on both sides of Clark 
street fronting the hall. 

When the Madden men appeared at 10 
o’clock in the morning, the hour set for the 
opening of the polls, and surveyed the situa- 
tion, they made sarcastic comments. But 
they also changed their plans of action. i 

The anti-Madden leaders had guarded care- 
fully against any attack on the ballot boxes. 
By a long, circuitous route delegates were 
escorted to the roqm where the voting booths 
were erected. Only eight delegates wera 
admitted to the room at a time, and after 
voting were required to leave immediately. 

The first delegate to cast a ballot was Miss 
Catherine Goggin of the teachers’ federation. 
Her action, which was followed by eight 
other teachers, served to allay the nervous 
excitement which prevailed about the poll- 
ing place early in the day. 


Jerry McCarthy Ejected. 

Later there were several clashes between 
the two factione. which quickly were ter- 
minated by the police. During one of these 
disturbances Jerry McCarthy, president of 
the truck drivers’ union, who interfered in 
behalf of a delegate who had been disquali- 
fled, was ejected from the hall by order of 
Lieut. Collins. 

Shortly after noon one man was arrested 
for attempting to enter the hall with a re- 
volver in his pocket. He gave his name as 
Edward Boughan, 254 West One Hundred 
and Tenth street, an engineer.

Another man, whose 
name was said to be James Mackey, @ team 
ster, had his wrist broken in falling down the 
stairway. Mackey's friends said he had been 
ejected forcibly by the police, but this was 
denied. 


Catch Twenty Forged Certificates. 

Just before the polls closed at 6 o’clocr 
twenty men appeared at the hall and de- 
manded the right to vote. All carried deie- 
gates’ cards signed by Secretary Nockels.

Grand Jury May Get Charges. 

Gov. Deneen spent the day with State 
Chairman Roy O. West, and 60 far as could 
be learned did not see State’s Attorney Healy. 
The state’e attorney continues reticent on the 
subject of his intentions, but it is believed 
that the Linn charges will be laid before the 
grand jury this week. 

The evidence concerning the abstraction of 


daily receipts was gathered from several em- 


ployés under the Linn administration. Col. 
Healy told the investigators the name of the 
man who actually took the money, and sus 
porting testimony was obtained from ém- 
ployés who at various times had performed 
the duties of filing clerk. One of these filing 
clerks was Charles F. Borman, a Twenty- 
second ward appointee of Linn’s, who was 
in the office eight years, and half of that time 
served as filing clerk. He received and ac- 
counted for all the fees taken in for cases 
filed, appearances, certified copies of docu- 
ments, etc. He was the last one of the fif- 
teen Linn appointees to be discharged by Su- 
perior Court Clerk Charles W. Vail, who suc- 
ceeded to thé office in 1004. 


Never Saw Any Grafting. . 

I never saw any grafting in that office in 
all the time I worked there,“ sald Mr. Bor- 
man in the afternoon. ‘‘ I never had access 
to the seal and never heard that it was be- 
ing used to graft certification fees. The seal 
was controlled by the transcript clerks. . 

“I did, however, handle the money taken 
in. I kept a daily account of the fees esl 
lected for suits filed, appearances, certifica- 
tions, etc. Every night I balanced the cash 
and saw that it tallied correctly with my 
fee sheet. Then I sealed the cash and the 


‘fee account up in an envelope, superscribed 


it with the proper notation, and carried it 
personally to Col. Healy. What happened to 
it after that I don't know.” 

Col. Healy told the investigators what hap-_ 
pened to the cash. He turned it over to the 
cashier for deposit in the bank the next morn- 
ing, according to custom. The regulations 
of the office, however, appear to have been 
so lax that several persons had access to the 
cash betwéen the time it left the filing clerk's . 
cage and the time it was deposited in bank 
to the credit of the Superior court clerk. 

One of these persons is the one charged 
with the theft of from $3 to $75 a day from the 
receipts and the substitution of the forged 
fee sheet. One of the original records and 
its forged duplicate have been secured by the 


Borman, it is thought, would be a valuable 
witness for the investigation if he could be 
induced to talk.

Shows Lax Accounting System. 

The extent of the graft in the single item 
ot appearance fees is a commentary on the 
lax system of accounting in vogue in the 
county offices. A person may pay his ap- 
pearance fee at any time before the case in 
which he is Involved comes to trial. He may 
pay his fee soon after the filing of 
the suit, but the case may not be called for 
trial for a couple of years. The clerks who 
‘Teceive these fees have in innumerable in- 
stances pocketed the fees without making 
any accounting. 

When, in the course of a few years, the case 
comes to trial, the judge notes the appear~- 
ance of the parties, but does not inquire 
whether the fees have beenpaid. It is simply 
taken for granted that the fees have been 
paid and there is no system of accounting 
by which the appearance of parties in court 
is checked back to see whether their fees 
were paid into the treasury. 


Auditor Is Little Used. 


In this connection it is interesting to note 
that the auditor is a novelty in the county 
administration. Up to four years ago there 
Was no such office. There is now an auditor 
drawing a salary of $3,200 a year, but heis 
the most cordially hated official in the serv- 
ice. His name is E. R. Baker. There is no 
law compelling the county departments to 
’ gubmit to the scrutiny of the auditor and con- 
sequently Mr. Baker moves softly about, au- 


Ain only where kind hearted and upright - 


county officials suffer him. He was all but 
thrown bodily out of the Superior court 
clerk’s office on several occasions under 
Linn’s administration. At present Mr. Beker 
is trying to work out an adequate checking 
up system, but he is not receiving much en- 
couragement from the administration. A few 
months ago a resolution to abolish the office 
of auditor came extremely near to passing 
the county board. 


Tells of Discharge of Col. Healy. 


Charles W. Vail, clerk of the Superior 
eourt, made a statement in the evening re- 

ng his discharge of Col. Healy. 

* During the firet year of my administra- 
tion,” he said, “ eighteen men left my of- 
fice; most of them did so of their own free 
will to obtain other and better positions 
elsewhere; some of them were discharged, 
among them Col. Healy. 

In my judgment, when a man has been 
in charge of an office for 15, 20, or 80 years 
and has built up a system that is subject 
to criticism from every point of view, and 
refuses to change that system when directed 
to do so by the head of the office, that man’s 
@ischarge should follow, even though he has 
been indorsed by all the sitting judges of 

k county. 

“Recent events have justified the belief 
that if I had condescended to retain Mr. 
Healy this investigation would never have 
taken place. 


Finds Grafting Is Easy. 


“Immediately after I was sworn inI began 
an investigation of the office and discovered 
what seemed to me several ways in which 
the office might be susceptible to petty graft, 
as in the too free use of the seal, the digpos- 
ing of certified copies of instruments, and 
the trafficking in jury warrants. I at once 
inaugurated changes, which. Iam confident, 
have eliminated these opportunities. 

“ As for my practice of paying the clerks’ 
salaries directly, I want to say that when I 
assumed charge in December, 1904, nearly 
$1,600 of salaries under the old system were 
in the hands of the loan sharks. Today 
there is not a man in the office in that pre- 
dicamem. My reports are made semi-annu- 
aliy, according to law.“ 

Mr. Vall said further that he, understood 
the state’s attorney’s office and the Citizens’ 
agsociation had dropped their investigation 
of his office. That impreseion, however, 
was corre by President Cole of the lat- 
ter organization. 

“I don’t believe that any portion of the 
investigation has been dropped.“ said Mr. 
Cole. “From all I have heard the probing 
will cover the entire field. We need all the 

we can get.“ 


Says Entries Were Checked. 


Meyer C. Saperston, general clerk of the 

Duperior court under Linn’s régime, and re- 
tained by Vall, denied that he had been 
instructei to make any entries outside of 
those which came in the routine transaction 
of business, or that he knew of any irregu- 
larities. 
“My entries Were always carefully 
ehecked,”” he said, and I had no oppor- 
tunity to assist in graft, either knowingly 
or unknowingly. 

“I served at times as filing clerk, when 
the regular filing clerk, Charles Boreman, 
Was engaged in other work, and the fees 
taken in by this clerk make up one of the 
main sources of revenue of the office. Ten 
dollars is paid for each suit filed, and the 
suits are recorded by consecutive numbers. 
made a memorandum of each suit as 
it was filed and the money taken in. At 
night the memoranda were looked over by 
Chief Clerk Healy, and he stamped the date 
on each. What was done after that I do 
not know. Appearance fees of $8 each were 
accounted for in the same way. 
Appearance fees, money paid for sults 
filed, naturalization papers, and certified 
copies of documents constitute the only in- 
come of the office, and, as far as my own 
Work is concerned, I can’t see how I could 
Assist in ‘ knocking down’ on any of these 
even if I had wanted to.“ , 

Saperston, who is a nephew of ex-Ald. 
Brenner, has been a clerk in the Superior 
court since 1898. 


Denies He Was Discharged. 


B. F. Clettenberg, who ieft the office of 
the Superior court early in 1905 to go to the 
State legislature as representative, denied 
@ report that he had been discharged by Vail 
on account of inefficiency. 

1 left the office voluntarily,“ said Mr. 
Clettenberg, and I was not discharged. I

Zero Weather Comes with Blizzard 
to Missouri and Neighbors—Texas 
Buried Under Snow. 


New Yorkers Forced to Seek Shady 
Places in Crowded Parks — Play 
Ball—See Butterflies. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 21.—[{Special.]—Whille 
the east sweltered in summerlike weather, 
a blizzard swept down upon the middle west 
this afternoon, lowering the temperature 


an average of 50 degrees and bringing typical 


winter weather. 

The blizzard is reported to have extended 
as far south as Texas. Me. 

In north and central Missouri the ground is 
covered with an inch of ice. Beginning early 


fall until midnight. 


Texas Buried Under Snow. 

The heaviest snow storm in several years 
prevailed throughout north Texas and the 
temperature went far below the freezing 
point, a fall of more than fifty degrees from 
the summerlike temperature of Saturday. 

The snow storm was accompanied Ly ter- 
rific lightning and thunder. Trains into 
north Texas points were delayed several 
hours. 

Kansas and Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tories suffered greatly from the blizzard, the 
snowfall being the heaviest of the winter. 
Telephone and telegraph service throughout 
the northern part of Indian territory wae de- 
moralized and railway traffic delayed sev- 
eral hours. 

The sudden change in temperature in the 
southwest is expected to cause much suffer- 
ing among live etock. Reports from Texas 
say cattlemen fear disastrous results if the 
cold weather continues. 


Cold May Kill Peach Crop. 

Missouri horticultutal officers state that 
the sudden change in temperature, following 
the extreme warm weather of the last tew 
days, may kill the entire peach crop and do a 
great damage to other fruit crops. 

In St. Louis the record breaking January 
heat of yesterday was followed by a cold 
drizzling rain all day, which changed to 
sieet at night, covering the ground and wires 
with ice and seriously hampered street 
car service. 

If the predicted colder weather comes be- 
fore morning, the city will be coated with ice. 

Thirty degrees below zero was reported 
from Breckinridge, Colo., today. Zero 
weather was general in the mountains. In 
the valleys and on the eastern plains the ther- 
mometer havered around 10 above. In 
Denver at 10 o' clock tonight it was 10 above. 

In the vicinity of Kansas City the tem- 
perature fell an average of 69° during she 
day. Tonight it was reported bitterly cold. 


Northwest Gets Zero Spell. 

In St. Paul, Minn., the mercury dropped 
over 80 degrees today in twelve hours, stand- 
ing at 2 degrees above zero at 8 p. m., and 
with indications of at least 10 below before 
morning. 

Nearly every station in the northwest re- 
ported subzero weather tonight, ranging 
from 28 below at Qu Appelle, in the Canadian, 
northwest, to 2 below at Pierre, S. D. Devil's 
Lake, N. D., reported 20, Bismarck, N. D., 12, 
and Havre, Mont., 8 below respectively. 

In the Canadian northwest the drop in tem- 
perature was preceded by a blizzard which 
piled the snow in great drifts and seriously 
delayed all railroad traffic. One man is re- 
ported lost in the storm near Portage La 
Prairie, Manitoba. 

East to Catch It Next. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—([Special,j]— 
The cold wave which developed in the west 
today is following rapidly the warm wave, 
and the forecasts say it will reach the Atlan- 
tic coast Monday night, but its force will 
be diminished as it progresses east. 

The weather officials announce that the 
fall of temperature will approximate 40 de- 
grees in the region just west of the Missis- 
sippi river and north of the Missouri, while 
it will go below zero in the Dakotas, Minne- 
scta, Nebraska, and the middle Rocky moun- 
tain region.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—{Special.}— 
From the Mississippi valley to the Atlantic 
coast dwellers in city and country basked 
today in summerlike weather, such as has 
not been experienced in that part of the coun- 
try at this time of year since 1890. 

Abnormal is too weak a word to describe 
the conditions. Through all this extent of 
territory only the bare trees and some patches 
of snow that survived the heat proclaimed 
the fact that the season officially was win- 
ter and not spring or summer. 

Every January record for warmth in fifteen 
years was broken. In Ohio, where the warm 
wave was warmest, the temperature ranged 
from 70 to 74 degrees. South of the Ohio 
river heavy rains and thunder storms tem- 
pered the heat. Everywhere, however, in this 
region winter vanished for the day and 
spring, and even summer; took its place. 


One Case of Heat Prostration. 

If the records had been kept carefully it 
might have been possible to give a list of 
January heat prostrations. Only one case 
was Officially reported, however, that of a 
man in Pittsburg, O., who suffered what in 
summer would be called a sunstroke and 
whose condition is serious. 

The city of New York had a Sunday such 
as it has not had in years at this season. In 
warm sunshine, which sent the temperature 
up to almost summer heat, the city took on 
the appearance of a splendid day in spring. 


In the morning Fifth avenue was brilliant | 


with a church promenade rivaling that of 
Easter Sunday. All day Central park, River- 
side drive, and other summer gathering 
places of the people were crowded. . 

The heat brought Coney Island back to 
life; During the day more than 15,000 per- 
sons on a quest for beer and sea breezes 
kept police and bartenders busy. Twenty- 
five men stripped, took a midwinter plunge, 
and declared the water was warm. 

A warm, vaporous night, typical of early 
summer, closed the most unusual January 
day the city has expertenced in years. 


Simply Sweltering in Ohio. 

Cities in Ohio, where the warm wave had 
its crest, had even more typical summer ex- 
perience. Baseball games were played out 
of doors in Cleveland and Columbus. In 
Cleveland the temperature ranged around 79 
degrees, the highest recorded since 1888. In 
both cities overcoats and wraps were thrown 
aside, and the residents thronged the parks 
in spring attire. 

Down in Kentucky and in West Virginia 
even more summerlike weather was record- 
ed. In Parkersburg, W. Va., the temperature 
went up to 74 degrees, a record for that city. 

Philadelphia complained of the heat before 
the afternoon had advanced far. In the 
parks, which were crowded, promenaders 
were forced to segk the shade. 

It was the same in Pittsburg, which fur- 
nished the only case of heat prostration. 


Chase Butterflies in Vermont. 

Usually at this time of year Vermont its 
covered with snow and skating is the small 
boy’s pastime. Yesterday the small boy of 
Rutland, Vt., gave himself up to chasing 
butterflies. In Burlington it was so warm 
that caterpillars were found in the trees and 
on the sidewalks. 

Throughout New England the conditions 
were the same. In the suburbs of Boston 
thermometers registered 80 degrees in the 
afternoon. 

Warm weather and rains caused disastrous 
floods in Wisconsin. In these, one life was 
reported lost, while five other persons had 
narrow escapes. Detroit had the warmest 
January day in the history of the local 
weather bureau, while Indianapolis put in a 
sweltering day, with the thermometer rang- 
ing around 70 degrees. 


LAYS SUICIDES 70 OSLER, 


CORONER BLAMES CHLOROFORM 
THEORY FOR THE INCREASE. 


Statistics Show That 25.8 Per Cent 
More Men Over 60 Years Old Killed 
Themselves in 1905 than in 1903— 
Figures on Ages Between 70 and 80 
Are Much Larger—Prof. Albion W. 
Small of the University of Chicago 
Believes Explanation Is Correct. 


That the exploitation of Dr. William Os- 
ler’s chloroform theories is a contributory 
cause to the startling increase in the number 
of suicides in Chicego of men over 60 years 
old during the last year is the deduction 
reached in the coroner’s office from a review 
of the records and a comparison with those 
of 1908 and 1904. An increase of 25.8 per 
cent over the figures of 1903 for the suicides 
of men between 60 and 70 years old was 
found, and of 11.4 per cent over the number 
of 1904. Between the ages of 70 and 80 there 
was an increase of 33.3 per cent, and an in- 
crease of 400 per cent in the number of men 
over 80. 

The conclusion that Osler’s advocacy of 
chloroforming men who have passed the age 
of their usefulness is a cause of the increase 
of suicide was strengthened by the fact that 
63 per cent of the suicides were found to have 
been in occupations where they likely would 
be readers of newspapers. 


Prof. Small Believes It Possible. 


Prof. Albion W. Small, professor of sociol- 
ogy at the University of Chicago, agreed as 
to the possibility of Osler’s theories increas- 
ing the number of suicides. 

A sudden suggestion where there is al- 
most an even balance of forces in the deter- 
mining of an action will often turn the 
scales, said Prof. Small, and it is quite 
possible that the continued discussion of the 
Osler theories in the newspapers would final- 
ly become a determéning factor for a man 
who was contemplating suicide, and would 
eventually lead him to the act. Psychologi- 
cally speaking, conduct is largely a matter 
of sensation and reaction, with a discharge 
of energy according to the stronger impulse. 
Suggestion and the ‘summation of stimuli,’ 
as it is called, are the two most important 
factors in determining conduct. Suggestion 
is always powerful, and continually repeated 
stimull, as they are repeated in the news- 
papers, often result in action, where the lust 
and determining stimulus is less important 
than others which have preceded u. 


Views of Coroner Hoffman. 


„1 have known cases without number,”’ 
said Coroner Hoffman, where I have been 
certain that the man’s death was the direct 
result of his losing his position because of 
the rule against the employment of men of 
a certain age, this age not being higher than 
40 in many cases. No matter what a man’s 
service to the company has been, as soon as a 
little gray begins to shows in his hair, just 
the time when his judgment and experience 
should be worth something, he is laid on the 
shelf.

ILLNESS DUE 10 WEATHER 


HIGH TEMPERATURE AND LACK 
OF SUNSHINE DEPRESSING. 


Atmospheric Conditions Responsible 
in Part for Increase of Death 
Cases of Diphtheria and Scarlet 
Fever Increase—Cold Wave Prom- 
ised for Sunday Is Deferred Until 
Tomorrow—Mercury Scheduled to 
Descend to Zero. 


e es weather —high temperature and 
a defleleney of sunshine—is having a bad 
effect on the health of the people of Chicago, 
according to the bulletin of the health de- 
partment for the week ended last Saturday. 

During the week 611 deaths were reported, 
against 582 for the preceding week and 591 
for the corresponding week of last year. 
Serious increases in the number of con- 
tagious diseases were reported—285 during 
the week, 215 during the previous week, and 
114 during the week of Jan. 21, 1905. The 
greatest increase was in diphtheria—117 dur- 
ing the week, 76 the week before, and 49 in 
the week of 1005. Scarlet fever cases re- 
ported were 100 for the week, 92 for the week 
of Jan. 13, and 21 for the corresponding 
week of last year. 


Milk Supply Is Improved. 

A decided improvement in the quality of the 
milk supply was noted. Of the 537 samples 
examined at the city laboratory only 8.05 per 
cent was found below grade. 

Food inspectors in the loop district con- 
demned 16,200 pounds of fish, 34 calves, and 
8 hogs. At the stockyards city inspectors 
condemned 178% cattle, 85,634 pounds; 279 
hogs, 34,665 pounds; 3 calves, 165 pounds; 3 
sheep, 90 pounds; total, 120,554 pounds. 

Chemical analyzation of the water supply 
from all sources showed it to be safe 
throughout the week. 


Pneumonia Still Leads. 

As usual, pneumonia was in the lead as a 
cause of death, 111 cases having been re- 
ported. Among other causes of death were 
consumption 60, Bright's disease 43, heart 
diseases 39, cancer 36, nervous diseases 20, 
scariet fever 6, diphtheria 9, suicide 7, other 
forms of violence 30. 20 

Chicago Medical society, after an investi- 
gation of the methods of the city health de- 
partment, reported that the vital statistics 
are honestly and carefully recorded and that 
they substantiate the claim of the health de- 
partment that Chicago has the lowest death 
rate of any of the principal cities of the world. 


Cold Wave Two Days Late. 


Forecaster Cox did not make good on 
his cold wave prediction for Sunday. He ex- 
plained that the rain storm was the condition 
that intervened, but declared positively that 
the cold wave would reach Chicago Tuesday 
morning. Then it will reach zero, but the 
cold spell will not continue long. From i 
o’clock Sunday morning untij 8 o'clock p. m. a 
drop in the temperature of 25 degrees was 
shown. 

At Devil's Lake, Wis., the thermometer 
registered 20 degrees below zero. At Bix» 
marck, N. D., it was 18 degrees below, and at 
Williston, N. D., 18 degrees below. The lows 
est temperature recorded was at u' Appelle, 
western Manitoba, where it was 28 degrees 
below.

Mad Stampede for Exits Fol- 
lows False Alarm; Strong 
Trample on Weak. 


DEATH IN JAM ON STAIR. 


Terror Seizes Negro Congregation. 
in Philadelphia When Smoke 
Is Seen—Panic Follows. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 21.—Kighteen persons 
were crushed or trampled to death and more 


than two score were injured in a stampede 


for the exits after a false alarm of firetoday 
in St. Paul's Baptist church. The congrega- 
tion of this church is made up wholly of 
negroes. 

The alarm and panic occurred while a col- 
lection was being taken up. The pastor had 
just concluded his sermon, the text of which 
was: Why sit we here until we die?? 

As the pastor was arranging the pulpit 
preparatory tq beginning a baptismal 
ice, a woman in one of the front rows at the 
left side of the altar screamed out fre.“ 
Instantly all those about her were om their 
feet, looking for the blaze. 


Sight of Smoke Starts Stampede. 


There were no flames in sight, but those 
near the pulpit saw smoke and started down 
the aisle toward the pulpit. Then followed 
a half dozen cries of Fire,“ and the whole 
cengregation was thrown into terror. The 
pastor realized the sertousness of the situa- 
tion and in a loud voice, which only added 
to the confusion, called to the terror stricken 
people to be seated. No one listened, and 
despite his appeal the stampede started. 

At the rear of the church on the second 
floor there is a wide doorway which leads 
to a stairway on each side of the building. 
Each stairway has a sharp bend, at which 
the crowd jammed. 

When. the rush started those in the rear of 
the chureh did not fully realize what was 
wrong and were slow to move. The cries of 
women and children became more general 
and many were knocked down in the two 
aisles of the church. Then came the break 
for the gtairwaye. Everybody tried to get 
down the left side of the building, compara- 
tively few attempting to leave by he right 
stairway. 


Many Trampled to Death. 


A 2 persons got safely down the stairs, 
when several tripped and fell. Several men 
on the first floor attempted to hold the peo- 
ple back, but were knocked down. Those 
who stumbled were trampled upon and 
crufged by those coming from behind. 

Those who had remained cool in the rear 
of the struggling mass of men, women, and 
children soon became terror stricken. Men 
leaped over the heads of women and children 
and fought only for their own safety. The 
crush in the bend of the stairs became so 
great that the balustrade, a frail, wooden 
affair, gave way. Half a hundred persons 
were precipitated to the floor, a distance of 
about ten or twelve feet. 

The pastor of the church, a man of powerful 
physique and strong voice, continued to ap- 
peal to the crowd, but none would heed. In 
the confusion some of the worshipers thought 
of the door on the right side of the pulpit 
and escaped. This probably saved the lives 
of a number of those who had been caughtin 
the crush. 


Dead Strewn on Stairs. 


When those who came down the front 
stairs had left the building the first floor and 
the stairway to the bend were covered with 
the dead and injured. A. general alarm for 
ambulances, policemen, and, firemen was 
turned it. With the help of scores of col- 
ored men and white people who were at- 
tracted to the scene the dead and the in- 
jured were extricated and laid on the side- 
walks of Eighth street. 

The fire was a most trifling affair. A de- 
fective flue started a small fire in the chim- 
ney, which caused smoke to issue through 
the crevicesin the second floor. Whether the 
flames were extinguished or burned them- 
selves out is not known, but there was no 
fire in the building when the firemen set to 
work. 

At the time the panic occurred not more 
than 300 persons were on the second floor of 
the building, which, with the gallery, was 
capable of accommodating 600 to 700. 


TWO BURIED IN SNOWSLIDE. 


One Man Digs Way Out from Colorado 
Avalanche, Other Has Not 
Been Found. 


Lake City, Colo., Jan. 21.—A snow slide to- 
day carried Harry Youmans and Fred David- 
son into Nellie Gulch. The furmer succeeded 
in digging himself out and hastened to organ- 
ize a searching party to rescue Davidson, 
who was buried beneath the avalanch®. It 
is scarcely possible that he will be found 


alive. : 
Find Sixth Body at Alta. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan. 21.—The last of 
the six bodies buried by the snow slide at 
Alta Friday night was recovered this after- 
noon. Since communication with the mining 
camp has been restored it has been learned 
that the avalanche came about midnight. 
It swept half a mile before striking the 
boarding house and adjoining saloon in 
which the men were sleeping. Both buildings 
were wrecked and the former was completely 
hidden from view. Three of the men sleep- 
ing in the saloon managed to crawl from 
under the débris and snow and, attired only 
in their night clothing, worked for hours in 
an effort to reach their companions. Their 
feet were badly frozen.

MAYOR GUILTY, SAYS JURY 


LAPORTE, IND., OFFICIAIS CON- 
VICTED OF ILLEGAL PRACTICES. 


Chief Executive Darrow and City At- 
torney Worden to Be Disbarred for 
Inducing Witness to Give PerjureG 
Testimony—Young Lawyer Worden 
Tried on Same Charge Acquitted— 
Impeachment of Mayor Bidaman of 
Terre Haute Begins Tomorrow. 


Goshen, Ind., Jan. 21.—[Special, ]—After be- 
ing out nearly twenty hours the jury in the 
disbarment case against Mayor Darrow and 
City Attorney Worden of Laporte and At- 
torney John A. Talbot of South Bend today 
returned a verdict of guilty as charged as 
to Darrow and Talbot and acquitted Worden. 

Disbarment will be effective from the time 
judgment is given on the verdict tomorrow 
morning. There will be a. motion for a new 
trial by the defendants, who say that a re- 
fusal to grant this will be followed by faking 
the case to the higher courts. 8 

The finding of the verdict followed thé em- 
phatic words of Judge Dodge, who called the 
jury in from its deliberations and insisted 
upon the use of common sense in reaching 
a ‘verdict. 


Judge Requests ‘‘Common Sense.”’ 


On the first baHot the jury stood eight to 
four for the conviction of all three men. Then 
three jurors went to the majority, but Juror 
Neil Felkner of this city still held out againet 
the other eleven jurors, all of whom were in- 
sisting upon a verdict of gullty for all of the 
three defendants. 

After Judge Dodge came from Elkhart this 
morning and called the jurors into court to 
define their duties as the court saw it there 
was little delay in reaching a compromise 
verdict by which Worden, who is only 28 
years old, was acquitted. Mayor Darrow was 
the only defendant in court when the verdict 
was rendered. Worden had gone to Laporte 
and Talbot was at a hotel. 

Talbot is one of the best known lawyers in 
northern Indiana, with a large practice. He 
believed since early last night that the jury 
had acquitted him and only were deliberat!-.¢ 
upon the other two. 


Testified Against Mayor Darrow. 

The prosecution had contended only that 
Talbot had secured Mra. Rose Duck as a 
witness to give perjured testimony at La- 
porte, and that Talbot was in no way inter- 
ested in the result of the case and had not 
trained the witness. Mrs. Duck testified 
that Worden had trained her as a witness 
amd that Darrow had agreed to pay her $25 
to impersonate another on the witness stand 
and give perjured testimony. Mrs. Duck 
swore that all Talbot did was to introduce 
Mrs. Duck to Darrow and that he then hur- 
riedly left the office to transact other busi- 
ness,

Crime’s prevalence in Chicago and the 


necessity for prompt action to suppress it 
was the theme for sermons yesterday in sev- 


éral pulpits.

because of the prevalence of crime against 


the sacredness of womanhood. A massmeet- 
ing is held; 1,000 more police are called for: 
I hope we may get them; undoubtedly we 
need them; but you may put on 10,000 more 
and you will never relieve the situation as 
long as plague spots of rottenness are left 
all over the city to generate and breathe 
forth moral impurity. If 2,000,000 people 
in a poisonous swamp are dying at the rate 
of 100 a day, a dozen civil engineers to drain 
the swamp are better than 1,000 nurses to 
nurse the sick and bury the dead. We must 
strike our blow at the center of things. 


Urges Citizens to Action. 


It we can plan to buy the street railways,“ 
said Dr. Polemus H. Swift of Austin Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, we can plan to 
purge our streets of villains like Ivens and 
his gang. Law must be enforced. Let us 
begin at the top and go to the bottom. Why 
should not the mayor of Chicago keep his 
oath of office and close. the saloons on Sun- 
day and keep them closed during hours speci- 
fied by law?

BOYS ROB THEIR THACHER 


LEADER OF SUNDAY SCHOOL CLASS 
MAKES DISCOVERY. 


Miss Ethel Hansen Goes to Police Sta- 
tion to Identify Stolen Money and 
Hand Bag, and Learns the Four 
Confessed Culprits Are Members of 
Her Class—Youths Admit Other 
Similar Offenses——Women Protest, 
but Sign Complaints.

ALMOST LOST IN A FIRE 


AGED WOMAN JUMPS FROM WIN- 
DOW AND MAN HAS CLOSE CALL. 


Aged Ex-Justice Ford Climbs Along 

' Ledge of Building at 3924 Cottage 
Grove Avenue Till He Is Pulled into 
Allen Apartment Building—Four 
Firemen Hurt—Three Old Struc- 
tares Destroyed, and Panic Caused 
in Flats Adjoining. 


An aged woman and four firemen were 
injured last night In a fire, which destroyed 
three four story frame buildings at 3916-24 
Cottage Grove avenue: Ex-Justice of the 
Peace Ford had a narrow escape. The blaze 
caused a panic among the occupants of the 
seventy flats in the Allen apartment build- 
ing. which adjoins the burnt structures. 
Service on the Cottage Grove avenue cable 
line was tied up for two hours. 

The woman, Mrs. Caroline Meyers, who 
is 72 years old, occupies a flat on the second 
ficor of the Allen building. When the fire 
started she rushed to the front window and 
called for help. As the fire was not in that 
building no one heard her cries. After wait- 
ing a moment she leaped to the street from 
the window. She struck heavily on the pave- 
ment, breaking her right leg. She was taken 
to the Michael Reese hospital. 


Ex-Justice’s Narrow Escape. 


Former Justice of the Peace Ford, 82 
years old, occupied a room in the rear of 
the second floor at 3024. He wasin bed when 
the fire broke out and did not awaken until 
the flames had reached the hallway leading 
to his room. Groping his way to the window 
the old man raised it and climbed out on the 
ledge. 

Then began the real fight for life. Slowly 
picking his way, he crawled along the ledge 
at the side of the building until he reached 
the passageway dividing the Cottage Grove 
avenue buildings from the Alien apartment 
building. 

Here he was seen by a policeman, who 
called to persons in the Allen building to 
rescue him. A window was opened and 
Ford was dragged through into a fiat in the 
Allen building.

Fire Started by Explosion. 


The fire started in the tailor shop of M. 
Kartun, and is said to have been caused by 
the explosion of the gasoline heating stove. 
The force of the explosion blew out the 
front of the store and the flames spread rap- 
idly to the adjoining buildings before the 
arrival of the fire department. 

Before attempting to put out the fames the 
firement went through the buildings to make 
certain that all the occupants had escaped. 
Each room was searched and it is believed 
that every person escaped, although two 
children had not been found by their parents 
ata late hour. They are Mary Wall, 9 years 
old, and John Wall, 18 years old. 

While the firemen were searching the build- 
ings the south wall fell inward and they 
were imprisoned. By grcping their way to 
the rear all of them managed to get to the 
alleyway, but not before four of them had 
been ‘hurt. All, however, were able to con- 
tinue work. 

The three buildings are frame structures 
and were built more than forty years ago. 
The floors above the stores were, converted 
into flats several years ago and were occupied 
by workingmen. 

Among those who suffered losses of a few 
hundred doliars each are Charles Davideon, 
Miss Marie Flanders, Mrs. A. Giles, M.

The buildings were the property of the E.

Ormond, Fla., Jan. 21.—[{Special. ]}—Charles 
Hamilton, an aeronaut, dropped 300 feet with 
his airship today and escaped fatal injuries 
by the narrowest of margins. Hamilton, 


ward upon the board walk. Hestruck heay- 
ly and lost consciousness. Later it was 
found no bones were broken. 

Although Hamilton was in the air not 
more than three minutes, his flight was re- 
garded as a good deal of a success. The col- 
lapse Was due to the insufficient power of a 
sixty horse power touring car which was 
used to do the towing. The combined weight 
of aeroplane, man, and 800 feet of rope was 
sufficient to cause the car to slip backward 
slightly when the chauffeur tried to increase 
his speed. 

The aeroplane rose like a bird with the 
first pull, and in a few seconds was 200 feet 
in the air. When the speed of the tow began 
to lessen the airship began to wabble like 
a kite on a string, and Hamilton, by mis- 
take, dropped his cap, which was to have 
been the signal to the tow driver to stop. 

The aeroplane at once began to flutter 
downward with increasing speed until the 
rope caught on top of a flagpole. Then a 
corner of the aerostat machine struck the 
bathhouse plazza roof and wedged between 
the building and the flagpole.

Will the defendant be able to delay 
ceedinge further? I doubt it. Of course, he 
may ask for another change of venue on the 
ground that publie sentiment in Cook county 
makes a fair trial impossible, but if so we 
shall remind the court that that point was 
waived during the concluding arguments.

Action of Faculty Meeting Causes

It is a game 
for professionals, played by professionals, 
and not of an amateur nature, either in spirit 
or in talent of the players. 


A Football Men as Oxen. 


“ Football men have been as oxen, stabled, 
kept, and fed merely for their work. It can 
go on no longer. We are not done yet. Per- 
haps the game will have to be wiped off 
the boards entirely. The whole game will 
have to be changed. I am confident the rec- 
ommendations will be accepted by the Chi- 
cago faculty.” 

Football has been too imitative of major 
league baseball and pugilism,“ said Acting 
President Harry Pratt Judson of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. “There has heen too 
great an effort to win. This is not in ac- 
cordance with university ideals. Hence the 
move to prevent the winning of the cham- 
plonship. 

Too high a standard has been set in 
football for an amateur. It is no longer an 
amateur's game. It is for professionals, has 
been made by professionals, and has been 
played by professionals. Hereafter it is to 
be strictly an amateur sport in all senses 
of the word, 


Brutality a Secondary Issue. 


* Roughness and brutality in the game, I 
believe, are secondary matters. It is the 
moral side which claims most attention, and 
to which we have directed our efforts. The 
moral evils, we know, are many. I cannot 
say that the university will or will not accept 
the recommendations. Every one will be 
given a chance to express himself, and no 
decision will be made until the matter has 
been thoroughly gone over.“ 

The pendulum has swung, and sooner or 
later it will come back,” said Coach A. A. 
Stegg. “I do not mean to say the old con- 
ditions will come back. The ection has been 
commendable. It will bring a wonderful lot 
of good not only here but in every section of 
the country. But the conference has cut 
Geep—too deep in certain instances, I be- 
eve. In the course of time it will be found 
several of the changes suggested will not be 
necessary. 

“I do not think the limiting of the season 
and the abolition of the training table good 
moves. Chicago now will be able to play but 
one big game. This will be with Michigan 
on the second Saturday preceding Thanks- 
giving. I doubt if more than one ‘big 
nine’ game can be played by our team. We 
will not have more than four games, prob- 
ably, and at least three of these will have to 
be with teams which are exceptionally 
weak.“ : 

Northwestern Stands in Line. 


Dr. O. F. Long, president of the athletio 
board at Northwestern, said: ‘‘ Northwest- 
ern is in line with the other members of the 
conference in its determination to abolish 
football as a college sport until it has been 
theroughly purified. It never will be played 
again in its old form by a purple team. The 
decisions and recommendaticns of the con- 
ference are heartily accepted by Northwest- 
ern men. They were inevitable, and have 
been foreseen for some time by all followers 
of the game, 

„The greater and more difficult part ot the 
work is left in the hands of another commit- 
tee, and it is questionable whether the men 
who revise the rules of the game will be able 
to free it from all danger and still retain those 
elements which have made it so intensely 
popular. Football is essentially a game of 
persona! contact, and so long as it remains 
‘ go injuries will occur.

sidered a victory for Wisconsin university 
in its movement for the purification of college 
athletics, considering the radical stand 
Badger authorities had taken on the question 
of intercollegiate football. While the reso- 
lutions are not agreed to entirely by students 
here, they generally are regarded as a step 
in the right direction toward cleaning up 
college sports and will be accepted as the 
best available solution of the difficulties 
which now exist. 

Prof. Thos. S. Adams, chairman of the ath- 
letic council, returned from the meeting to- 
day and had the following to say: There 
is no doubt in my mind the resolutions, as 
passed by the conference committee, will 
be accepted in toto by all the colleges repre- 
sented at the meeting, for the reason that on 
all important matters the vote of the con- 
vention was unanimous. Only two alter- 
natives presented themselves to the dele- 
gates, either that the game be made over or 
be suspended for a period of two years. 


Await Action on Rules. 


“We will await the action of the eastern 
rules committee before final action on the 
matter is taken. If the new rules are not 
satisfactory we will endeavor to frame a set 
of rules of our own, and if that cannot be 
done then the game of football must go. I 
cannot speak for the Wisconsin faculty, nor 
do I know what action it will take, but I hope 
it will approve of the resolytions. I am 
heartily in favor of retaining intercollegiate 
football, but only along the lines suggested 
by the conference conmittee. 

Prof. Charles 8. Slichter, ex-chairman of 
the athletic council, commends the action of 
the conference. The resolutions,”’ he said, 
“are good, but do not go far enough. I 
would do away with intercollegiate football 
entirely. There should be no special coach 
for any one branch of athletics. The ideal 
solution would be the appointment of a di- 
rector of outdoor sports and doing away en- 
tirely with the professional coach.” 


Iowa Well Satisfied. 


Iowa City, Ia., Jan. 21.—[{Special.J—Prof. 
A. G. Smith, chairman of the Iowa athletic 
board of control, who was at the Chicago 
meeting, said: I am satisfied with the ac- 
tion, as a whole, taken by the conference, 
although I would have been pleased to see 
a few minor detailschanged. However, since 
the conference has seen fit to take these 
steps I am willing and ready to abide by that 
concerted action. I have no wish to be more 
specific as to the points wheredn I differed 
with my colleagues. 

It is the belief of the conference that the 
entire matter ought to be referred to the 
student bodies in the various institutions 
represented in the ‘ big nine.’ This will be 
done at lowa university, and I am free to 
admit the ultimately expressed views of the 
student body here will doubtless have con- 
siderable weight with the Iowa athletic 
board in the settlement of the question.” 

‘What will Iowa do? President George 
E. MacLean of the university said. ‘“‘Ihave 
had no meeting with our delegate, Prof. 
Smith, but it.is my impression, gleaned from 
newspaper reports, that the conference took 
action which harmonized fully with many 
points for whiclt Iowa has taken a decided 
stand during the last yearorso. Our institu- 
tion has been outspoken in ite demand for 
end enforcement of the rules which call for 
the abolition of professionalism, the banish- 
ment of brutality, and improvement in the 
general administration. 

„Our coach, Prof. John G. Chalmers, isa 
member of the facuity. Other phases of 
Iowa’s athletic life are thoroughly in har- 
mony with the conference action and will 
remain so. I cannot answer for our board, 
but I believe an overwhelming majority of 
votes will be to stand by theconference. As 
a game, football is worth saving, but the 
reforms must be enacted.” 


Purdue May Not Agree. 


Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—The 
reforms in football proposed by the big 
nine conference at Chicago in all proba- 
bility will be adopted by Purdue. Prof. 
Thomas F. Moran, who represented Purdue 
at the conference, today made the following 
statement: 

“The conference met in Chicago, at the 
call of President Angell of Michigan, and 
made certain recommendations, which will 
be submitted to the colleges for approval or 
rejection. The recommendations will be 
acted upon by the faculties of the ‘big 
nine’ colleges, and the report of their ac- 
tion will be sent to President Angell. It is 
necessary that the official minutes be type- 
written by the secretary and sént direct to 
the faculties. The work of getting the rec- 
ommendations in proper shape will take sev- 
eral days, but the matter will receive imme- 
diate attention. 

Ik all the colleges agree upon the proposed 
changes, that will end it. If they don’t, 
President Angell may deem it advisable to 
reconvene the conference to reconsider those 
things upon which there was a disagreement. 
Purdue is willing to agree to any reasonable 
reforms the conference might agree upon. 
Purdue will not take any stand to abolishjor 
suspend the game. Whether the Purduef 
ulty will adopt all of the changes I can't say’ 

Dr. W. E. Stone, president of Purdue, 
made the following statement: There is 
nothing to be said until the matter is sub- 
mitted to the faculty.“ He had not been 
informed as to the nature of the recommen- 
dations, but will call a meeting of the fac- 
ulty and take action upon the changes as 
soon as they are submitted by Secretary Bar- 
ton of Illinois. 


Surprise to Indiana. 


Bloomington, Ind., Jan. 21.—[Special. }—The 
rules adopted by the big nine conference 
came as a surprise to Indiana university. 
Yet there is little doubt but that they will 
be indorsed. The meaning will be that Clark,

Dr. H. W. Johnston said, as he now un- 
derstands the rules, he heartily favors them 
and believes they will be well received, espe- 
cially by the public.

FACULTY LEADERS WITHHOLD 
OPINION OR REFORM RULES. 


University Senate Will Have Deciding 
Vote, According to Prof. Pattengill 
—Student Body Wants Coach Yost 
Retained and Considers Resolutions 
Unfair to Michigan — Minnesota 
Will Net Abolish Football Alto- 
wether, According to Reports. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—No 
word of what Michigan will accept or reject 
of the reforms recommended by the Chicago 


anxious players and enthusiasts today by 
the faculty authorities. 

President James B. Angel! and Prof. Al- 
bert H. Pattengill, Michigan's representa- 
tive at the conference and chairman of the 
faculty board of athletic control, were in 
conference all toduy on the reform proposi- 
tions. “I cannot give my opinion as to 
which measures of those proposed will be 
adopted,” said Prof. Pattengill. The uni- 
versity senate wilf have sole action in the 
matter. I would not attempt to predict what 
the senate will do.“ 

President Angell said, as he had not yat 
digested the conference report. he could not 
express his opinion on the propositions, either 
singly or collectively. He would not indicate 
the probable strength of the recommenda- 
tions to the senate for action. 

There is no mistaking the sentiment of the 
student body and those directly interested 
in the game. It is generally felt the confer- 
ence action was altogether too severe on 
existing methods in the sport. 


“Blect Yost to Faculty.“ 


It seems to me that the only thing left 
for us to do is to elect Coach Fielding H. 
Yost to the faculty,’’ said Director Baird. 
“The Minnesota and Chicago elevens will 
have their old instructors; and it would be 
unfair to make Michigan alone stand the 
blow at professional coaches. Yost is under 
five year contract to the athletic association, 
a contract virtually ratified by the university 
senate. The proposition to cut the schedule 
to five games probably will force us to do 
some shifting of our schedule. As to the 
other proposed reforms, I cannot now give 
an opinion.“ 

The feeling among the students is that 
Chicago would benefit greatly and Michigan 
suffer if the proposed reforms pass. The 
proposition to debar degree men would shut 
out Tom Hammond, half back, and Barlow, 
quarter back, as they graduate from the law 
department in June. 

Hugh Allen, president of the Michigan 
union, said: ‘* Yost ought to be made a 
faculty member if the propositions pass. If 
the training table is discontinued, more men 
will be hurt next fall than ever, because 
they will go in untrained. The proposed five 
game schedule is too limited, The proposi- 
tion to shut out degree men is not strong. 
We have always had a good, clean team, and 
need not worry about its staying so. The 
one year residence feature is good, as are 
the propositions tq feduce gate receipts and 
stop preseason pravtice. 


Thinks Reform May Fail. 


I don’t believe there will be many propo- 
sitions left intact by the time all the confer- 
ence colleges have stricken out the features 
they don't like.“ 

T. E. Coon, president of the senior council, 
a body of seniors governing the students, fa- 
vored Allen's statement, and especially em- 
phasized the point that Yost must be kept. 

The senior engineéring class at a banquet 
last night, with several professors as guests, 
drew up a strong condemnation of R. Clare 
O’Brien’s Inlander article on Michigan’s ath- 
letics, and every engineer present, including 

ex-Capt. Norcross, signed it. 


Minnesota Wants Game Retained. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 21. —[Special.]~ 
The severe measures adopted by the big 
nine conference in Chicago came as a sur- 
prise to followers of the sport at Minnesota. 
While it was anticipated some such action 
might be taken, few looked for so radical 
a stand. For years football has been the 
only successful brarch of sport at Minnesota, 
and that game has been strongly favored by 
students and faculty members alike. 

President Northrop himself is an ardent 
lover of the sport.

1 Demand Even More 


Radical Changes than Those 


in the West. 


WANT NO GATE RECEIPTS. 


Claim Made That Money Is Root of 
Most of the Evils in Col- 
lege Athletics. 


New Haven, Conh., Jan. 21.—(Spectal.)— 


Yale's radical faculty members are clinched | 


with the conservatives over athletic reforms 
demanded, More meetings will be held this 
week sceking to break the deadlock over the 
reforms proposed by the revolutionists, 
which are even more radical than those 
passed by the Big Nine in Chicago yes- 
terday. Prof. William Milton Hess, the rad- 
ical leader, tonight stated that the position 
of his faction is as follows: 

„I favor the ‘no gate money proposition 
from the point of view of the true athlete. 
Athletics are too strenuous, even in this day 
of strenuosity. The present athletic system 
is a failure because it makes too severe 
demands on the time and strength of any 
student who wishes to win a place on a 
university team. 

“If we make a business of sport, and try 
to be world beaters,’ our athletes are ex- 
hausted by the strain. Many of them secret- 
ly and honestly long for the season to end. 
The football man and crew man and base- 
ball man are physically exhausted when 
night comes, and cannot study as they 
should. Athletics as at present conducted, 
are more of a harm than a benefit. Let us 
come back to normal conditions. The ‘no 
gate money proposition is the path by which 
we may return. 


Remove Professional Coach. 


What would be the result? The profes- 


sional coach would have to go, and from an 
academic point of view we would say, ‘ good 
riddance.’ He is a constant source of fric- 
tion in intercollegiate relations. He feels his 
reputation is at stake if he does not produce 
a winning team. Consequently, he must 
win at any cost. He is ever ready to suggest 
by word or deed unfair and underhanded 
tactics, if not even unclean methods. He is 
a professional, and must of necessity leave 
a professional taint, yet we talk of amateur 
athletics when all the tricks of the trade are 
taught by Mike Murphy as well as by the 
others. 

All amateur athletics are tainted with 
professionalism, at Harvard as well as any- 
where else, even if the Pharasaic wail against 
professional coaches is heard loudest at Har- 
vard. Away with the professional coach 
and, along with him, the whole costly retinue 
of trainers, ‘rubbers, and assistants. A con- 
siderable item of expense would be cut-out 
to the advantage of all concerned. Besides, 
it would be well to cut out the heavy ex- 
renses incurred by having so many gradu- 
ates return and fare pumptuously ” while 
coaching. 


Training Table Needless. 


“The training table should be given up, 
and a needless expense discontinued The 
careful feeding of a group of athletes is too 
much like the nurture of a prize fighter or a 
race horse. Let every man pay his own 
board and pay for what he gets. Profession- 
alism at once enters ff you give an athlete 
$10 board and charge him $4 a week for it. 

How, then, to raise the money necessary 
to maintain athletics at Yale? Certain fixed 
charges are inevitable, such as supplies) 
maintenance of the field, and the like. Here 
is a fund of 3100, 000 saved. Keep this as 
a perpetual interest bearing fund. In other 
words, endow athletics with the money now 
at hand. Such a nucleus, with occasional 
appeals to sport loving graduates for a new 
grand stand, baseball cage, boathouse, and 
the like, will solve the financial problem. At 
present it is difficult to obtain money for 
such objects from graduates because they 
know there is a tremendous revenue from 
athletics. It is absurd to ask graduates for 
a baseball cage, for instance, when Yale 
takes in $40,000 from one football game: But 
with the abolition of gate money the grad- 
uates will take a different view and help out 
the finances when necessary. 


Want Athleticism Dethroned. 


“ Athleticism should be dethroned. To 
win is not the main purpose. This is the 
spirit of professionalism. This spirit makes 
athletics a business, an end in themselves. 
The games should be played for a higher 
end, for the love of the sport and for the 
benefit derived physically, for the sake of 
the intellecutal improvement. The true pur- 
pose of athletics is to minister, to serve 
something higher. 

No cure is possible by simply lopping off 
a few leaves of graft and abuse here and 
there. The root of the evil must be at- 
tacked. The ‘no gate money’ proposition 
will revolutionize things. It will compel a 
return to a simple life. It will put athletics 
in their proper place. It will restore the in- 
tellectual ideal of the college and make 
athleticism secondary and subsidiary.’ 


VANDERBILT RACER A FAILURE? 


Supposedly Most Powerful Auto in 
World Balks at First Trial Over 
Ormond Beach Course. 


Ormond, Fia., Jan. 21.—[Speclal. I- Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt's new Sartori racer, rated at 250 horse 
power, and theoretically declared the most power- 
ful machine in the world, was a genuine disappoint- 
ment in its first trial today on the beach. 

It arrived last might from New York and this 
morning was towed to the beach, where it at- 
tracted 1,000 persons. Once down the sandsa mile, 
it was put under its power, but made a feeble ex- 
hibition. It did so poorly that Sartori made no at- 
tempt to send it against time or even to try the 
higher speed. Within sixty minutes this racer, 
with an estimated speed of 152 miles an hour, was 
back in the garage, where three machinists worked 
on it all day and night.

Vanderbilt's machine was W privately to- 
night. No official statements are forthcoming, 
but it is said on good authority that it is fully 200 
pounds overweight and there is no apparent way 
of lightening it, as all possible parts have been 
perforated.

weill as Chicago and a great deal better than 
Cincinnati or St. Louis. 


Remarkable Condition of Affairs. 


It is remarkable that each of the associa- 
tions so eagerfy desirous of devouring each 
other is satisfied with the trend of affairs, 
The Crescent City Jockey club claims the 
upper hand, but to the other must be con- 
ceded the credit of making a good game stand. 
As between the horseman and those who look 
to racing for profit the most cordialdeeling 
exists. Their only hope is an indefinite post- 
ponement of the compact, which willgive one 
or the other the right of way. 

Both sides make a pretense of living up to 
the paid gate agreement, but as a matter of 
experience one must come badly recom- 
mended to be denied a badge. Both grand 
stands were packed all last week, and both 


‘tracks supplied an excellent quality of amuse- 


ment and abundant opportunities for specu- 
lation. Those who have made a habit of re- 


sorting to one course cannot be convinced 


that there is another in existence half a mile 
away. 
Ciaim Tracks Are Making Money. 


Each track claims it is making money. If 
this statement is true New Orleans is the 
most remarkable sporting town in the world. 
The daily offering for horse owners is 125 
per cent greater ‘than was ever given in 
New Orleans. Any race under popular con- 
ditions can secure an entry of from thirty to 
100 horses. The track limit at both places 
ie fifteen, and owners engaged here are 
clamoring for additional opportunities to 
race. 

It generally is conceded that the track 
across the river will prove the undoing of 
the sport in Louisiana. Local papers have 
up to now looked on the Sunday Jericho in 
Jefferson with complacency, but influences 
are at work to arouse the citizens of Jeffer- 
son parish against this novel form of Sab- 
bath desecration.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—The first annl- 
versary of Red Sunday in St. Petersburg, 
where workmen petitioning for redress of 
grievances were shot down in the streets.

sia. The meeting was held in Belasco’s 
theater.

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GERMAN SOCIALISTS IN CHICAGO 
OBSERVE “BLOODY SUNDAY.” 


Hold Meeting in Uhlieh Hall to 
Commemorate Jan. 22, 1905, When 
Scores of Workingmen, Bearing Pe- 
tition, Were Shot Down in Streets 
of St. Petersburg—Russian Despo- 
tiem Denounced Scathingly—Large 
Celebration and Parade Tonight. 


Russian despotism was denounced in the 
most scathing terms and the Russian revolu- 
tion was cheered by German socialists of Chi- 
cago yesterday afternoon at a meeting com- 
memorating bloody Sunday, Jam 22, 1905, 
when scores of workingmen petitioning the 
czar were shot down in the streets of St. 
Petersburg. 

The date was declared to be a milestone in 
the revolutionary movement of the Russian 
proletariat, and the death knell of industrial 
and economic despotism of the capitalist 
class throughout the world. The meeting was 
held at Uhlich’s hall, 27 North Clark street, 
and was attended by nearly 500 members of 
the various local German socialist organiza- 
tions. 

A collection of $100 was taken up for the 
benefit of the struggling Russian com- 
rades, and a resolution of fraternal greet- 
ings was adopted and sent to the revolution- 
ary committee of Russia. The meeting was 
preliminary to the main celebration of 
“bloody Sunday, which will be held under 
the auspices of Cook county socialists at 
North Side Turner hall tonight. 


Talks of The Red Banner.“ 
“The fed banner of freedom has been 
hoisted in Russia, and it will not go down un- 
til the Russian proletariat is free,“ declared 
Robert Saltiel, whose subject was “ Jan. 22, 


‘“ The blood of our comrades who fell in the 
streets of St. Petersburg a year ago today 
has dyed the banners even redder than they 
were before. In Russia the blood of those 
heroes will fertilize tne earth until the con- 
sequent revolutionary crop will sweep from 
power every vestige of the czar’s despotic 
government. 

„% Jan. 22 is the anniversary, the milestone 
of the Russian revolution, and the death of 
those martyrs is the death knell of indus- 
trial and economic despotism of the capital- 
ists all over the world. It was thetocsin, the 
signal for a revolution which finally will 
embrace the workingmen of every country. 
No socialist agitator could have done more 
for the freedom of the workers everywhere 
from their bondage.“ 

A. Bisemann, the next speaker, paid tribute 


to the heroic qualities of those who are 


béaring the brunt of the fighting in the Rus- 
sian cities, and declared that, increasing en- 
lightenment and solid organization soon will 
wipe the bureaucracy out of existence. 


Text of the Resolution. 

Following is the resolution adopted and 
sent to Russia: 

German socialists of Chicago, in massmeeting 
assembled, send their fraternal greetings to the 
Russian comrades in their struggle for human lib- 
erty and the downfall of the Russian autocraoy. 

The demonstration this evening is expected 
to be one of the largest ever held by local 
socialists. Preceding the meeting, a parade 
participated in by thousands of the party 
membership will march to Northside Turner 
hall carrying flags, banners, and transpar- 
ents appropriately inscribed. Contingents 
from the south, west, and north sides will 
meet at Clark and Kinzie streets, whence 
they will march in a body to the hall,

Minister Russell, according to reports 
from Washington, has been virtually charged 
by the government to use his good offices 
and new overtures to President Castro 
far the purpose of persuading him to dis- 
avow the action ot Venezuelan officials which 
constitutes an affront to our diplomatic rep- 
resentative, and an order besides to the min- 
ister of foreign affairs to make an apology 
on this subject to the French government. 


Usual Step in Emergencies. 

“In case Minister Russell has not already 
Gischarged this mission, it is the belief among 
well informed New Yorkers that President 
Castro’s departure for Maracay will prevent 
him from doing so. It is pointed out that this 
step is characteristic of the Venezuelan pres- 
ident, for Whenever he wishes to avoid per- 
sonal discussion with foreign diplomatic 
representatives accredited to his capital he 
goes to rusticate at Maracay, a place about 
three hours by railroad from Caracas. 

The president's departure from Caracas, 
accordingly, leads to the general belief that 
he does not wish to receive Minister Russell. 
That diplomat, according to reports received 
two days ago by Secretary Root, is persona 


non grata to the Venesuelan dictator, prob-. 


ably because of recent efforts on the order 
of his government to bring about a peaceful 
ag pa of Franco-Venezuelan difficul- 
tles. 


United States Decides on Course. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—({Special.]— 
The course of action France will take in 
settling its grievances against | Venesuela 
has been decided, after the government at 
Paris had consulted with the administration 
here. What this action will be has not been 


revealed, but it is believed France is given a 


free hand. At the French embassy and at 
the state department there is great reluc- 
tance to discuss the situatioh,.and the an- 
nouncement that whatever action might be 
taken would not be made public until it had 
been put into operation still holds good. 

All that 1s stated is that France has de- 
cided to punish President Castro for the 
insult to M. Taigny, who was French chargé 
d’affaires at Caracas. M. Taigny ts coming 
to Washington, according to advices which 
have béefi received here. He is now supposed 
to be at Trinidad. While there he received 
instructions from Paris directing him to 
proceed to Washington. What further dls- 
position will be made of him by his govern- 


ment is not known here. 


The whereabouts of the French ships re- 
mains a mystery so far as the officials of the 


state department and French embassy are 


concerned, it is stated. It ls assumed, how- 
ever, that they are daily»in touch with the 
ministry of marine at Paris, and are awaiting 
an opportune moment to take such acttotm as 
their instructions may provide for. 

Great interest is felt in diplomatic circles 
here about the exact nature of a sentence 
found objectionable in the note of President 
Castro to M. Taigny. This sentence in 
substance referred to the presentation by 
M. Taigny of a note to the Venezuelan 
government, and announced the complete 
severance of all relations until adequate ex- 
planation was made.

Genuine Democracy.” He said: 

“The great movement of the world today 
is towards democracy. The keynote of the 
century that we are just entering upon will 
be democracy in all things. One hundred 
years from now the population of our coun- 
try, which is now for the most part a wilder- 
nessa, will be beyond any present conception 
and this great nation will be the most demo- 
cratic that the world ever has known. The 
progress of democracy will be the great feat- 
ure of the advance of civilization in the pres- 
ent century. If this is to be sound, the char- 
acter of our people must be as sound as their 
proficiency in arts, in commerce, in govern- 
ment. 

Has Faith in Democracy. 

“ Critics of democracy, and they are many, 
@ay that democracy is inconsistent with some 
of the finest characteristics that past ages 
have produced. They claim that our dem- 
ocracy has destroyed our reverence fer our 
Superiors and our parents. The characteriz- 
ing feature of democracy is its assertion of 

quality. If democracy has destroyed rever- 
ence, then it is equality that has done it, and 
before we can ascertain whether the asser- 
tions of the critics of democracy are true, we 
must détermine what eqrality means. 

“If by equality of men we mean to claim 
that all men’s powers are equal, that one 
man can fill a ceriain place as weil as an- 
other, then certainly our claim is untena- 
ble. We should then be flying in the face 
of the facts of nature. But by equality we 


do not mean this, but equality of opportuni- | 
ty. Each man’s opportunities are limited |

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BIG STICK HITS REPORTS 


PRESIDENT CUTS COST OF PRINT- 
ING GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS. 


Voluminous Papers Drawn Up by De- 
partments to Be Banished—Matter 
to Be Edited and “Trimmed”’ Before 
Going to Printérs—Eulogies of Of- 
ficials to Be Cut Out—Expense Will 
Be Cat in Half by New Rules. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—[{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has decided that the 
government spends altogether too much 
money on printing. He has drawn up new 
rules for the various departments, by which 
it is expected their bills for printing reports 
and other documents will be cut almost in 
half. 

The president has issued to all departments 
the following instructions: 

There shall be appointed by the head of each of 
the executive departments an advisory committee 
on the subject of printing and publication. The 
chairman shall be an assistant secretary or other 
qualified official and at least one member of the 
coramittee shall have hed practical experience in 
editing and printing. 

It shall be the duty of such committee under di- 
rection of the head of the department to see that 
unnecessary matter is excluded from reports and 
publications; to see that copy u carefully edited 
before and not after going to the printing office; 
to do away with the publication of unnecessary 
tables, and to require that statistical matter be 
published in condensed and intelligible form. 


Curb Put on Annual Reports. 


The following general principles, the presi- 
dent orders, hereafter shall govern the 
form of annual reporte: 

Annual reports shall be confined to concise no- 
counts of work dome and expenditures incurred 
during the period covered, with recommendations 
relating to the future. 

Contributions to knowledge in the form of scien- 
tific treaties shall not be included in annual re- 
ports. 

Thustrations in annual reports shall be excluded, 
except maps and diagrame indispensable to the 
understanding of the text, views of structures be- 
gun or erected, views showing conditions in out- 
lying possessions of the United States. 

Inserted material, written or compiled by per- 
sons not connected with the reporting office, and 
biographical and eulogistic matter relating to the 
past or present personnel of the office shall be 
excluded. 

Keep Commission Responsible. 

This action of the president is the result 
of a réport made to him on the public print- 
ing by the committee on department meth- 
ods popularly known as the Keep commis- 
sion, which has been investigating the sub- 
ject by his direction. 

This report, which was made public today, 
makes among others the following recom- 
mendations: . 

The installation of a cost keeping system 
in the government office and the em- 
ployment of expert assistance in 
such a system; the keeping of efficiency rec- 
ords of the work of employés, and the use of 
such records to weed out incompetent per- 
sons; the adjustment of compensations paid 
at the government printing office.

of war.“ He was sentenced to be dis- 
honorably discharged from the service of the 
United States, forfeiting all pay and allow- 
ances due him and to be confined at hard 
labor for the period of six months at such 
place as the reviewing authority may direct.” 

The order continues: By reason of the 
previous good character of the soldier, the 
sentence is mitigated to confinement at hard 
labor under charge of the post guard for 
six months and forfeiture of $10 per month 
of his pay for the same period, and, as thus 
mitigated, the sentence is approved and will 
be duly executed.“ 

Thus for stealing 8 cents’ worth of soap 
Cook Buchwald was deprived of $60 of his 
pay and compelled to do six months’ hard 


labor. 
Officers Get Off Easily. 

The following is the treatment accorded to 
an, officer who violated the same article of 
war: 

Capt. Tarber Norman, quartermaster of 
the Eighth infantry, was tried last month 
at Governor’s island, New York City, for 
conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. He was on duty as 
quartermaster at Fort Jay, Governor's island, 
and had charge of coal, wood, and kerosene 
oil supplies. Without authority and in vio- 
lation of army regulations he sold these 
supplies to civilians living in the vicinity 
from July 1, 1904, to July 8, 1905, receiving 
therefor $7384. 

Not a penny of this amount did he deposit 
to the credit of the United States until July 
15, 1905, when he turned in $816.86. An in- 
spector general discovered the irregular 
practice which Norman had observed. Ku 
pleaded guilty to the charge and guilty to 
the specifications. The court ¢entenced him 


to be reprimanded in orders by the review- 
ing authority.” 


Justice Blind in the Army. 

The extend of the reprimand as published 
is a6 follows: The sentence is approved. 
Capt. Norman’s plea and the finding of the 
court is deemed a sufficient reprimand and 
one which it is hoped will prove a sufficient 
warning to him and ta others not to neglect 
their official duties.“ 

Capt. Norman was short $417.64 and was 
reprimanded. The cook stole eight cents’ 
worth of soap. He is serving a sentence at 
hard labor. There is not a day that the 
department does not receive orders from de- 
partment commanders which impose severe 
punishment for minor offenses upon enlisted 
men, and in the same departments officers 
are court martialed for the same or more 
serious offenses and they either escape pun- 
ishment altogether or undergo mild sen- 
tences. 

Men cannot help but make comparisons an 
with that independence of spirit which pane 
acterizes the American, whatever his posi- 
tion, he is filled with resentment. Perhaps 
this is one of the causes of desertion of 
which the department, if it would take it into 
account, might sensibly alleviate late the eviis.

CREW_OF WRECKED STEAMER 
_5 WEEKS ON DESOLATE COAST 


Ship Goes Ashore and Men Rescued 
After More than a Month in Aban- 
doned Fishing Camp. 


Victoria, B. C., Jan. 21.—The steamer 
Queen City arrived here today with Capt. 
Davidson and sixteén other survivors of the 
wrecked steel ship King David, which 
dragged its anchor and drifted broadsides 
on Bajou reef Dec, 13. The survivors left 
it a total wreck after spending five weeks 
in an abandoned fishing camp with big 
driftwood fires burning nightly to signal any 
vessel that came near. 

Although the shipwrecked men were on 
an uninhabited beach for so long, they did 
not suffer severely, and had provisions for a 
month longer when picked up. 

Capt. Davidson said he encountered thick 
weather and having no observations ran too 
far north, and when he sighted the recently 
established Clayquot light, he mistook it for 
Cape Beale. On Dec. 10 at 9 p. m. the 
outlook reported breakers on the lee bow, 
the ship clearing them. More breakers were 
ween and he anchored in eight fathoms, 

Three days later the weather cleared and 
observations showed the proximity of dan- 
gerous reefs. A northeast wind blew fresh 
and he tried to work seaward, but the wind- 
lass broke and the anchor dragged, until 
the vessel drifted on the rocks. The crew 
lowered boats and made for the huts seen 
on shore, a mille away. 

Believing Cape Beale, one hundred miles 
Away, was the nearest place assistance 
could be had, the captain called for volun- 
teers. Nine seamen responded. Six were 
chosen and on Dec. 21 they left for Cape 
Beale in Chief Officer Walstein’s boat. It 
was never heard of after rounding Hesquott 
Point. A heavy gale blew on Dec. 23 and con- 
tinued for five days. The boat doubtleas was 
swamped and all drowned. 

After the mate’s boat left, a steamer’s 
smoke was seen, but it was too far away to 
be signaled. The survivors remained 
camped in the fishing huts on the shore until 
Jan. 14, when the steamer Queer City was 
sighted entering Nooka. 

Capt. Townsend had seen the wreck and 
the smoke of the survivors’ camp, and res- 
cued them.

“If the citizens of Chicago wish to estab- 
lish a memorial that shall be a fitting monu- 
ment to this and other splendid makers of our 
great metropolis, let them see to it that we 
shall not be made sick and uncleam by such 
awful, such unspeakable crimes.” 


Benefactor of the City. 

The Rev. William B. Leach of Sacramento 
Boulevard Methodist Episcopal church said: 

Marshall Field was a man of men. Every- 
thipg that was necessary to make the man 
seemingly found not only lodgment but de- 
velopment in him. If all my dealings with 
him I found this, and only this, to great ex- 
tent in him, honesty. He had it not alone, 
but seemed to impart it to his employés. It 
was the bulwark of his pre@minent success. 
This it was that made him a lover of God 
and man. This it was that made him love 


temperance and sobriety. No man can be 


honest and be intemperate, profligate, or in- 
different to God’s claims. I hold him today 
as the greatest productive man ever in Chi- 
cago. His equal it would be hard to find. I 
am only sorry his plan for his immense for- 
tune should have been foiled by death. What 


he became can be the lot of you, young man.”’ 


Honored fot His Uprightness. 

In a sermon on The Saving Power of 
Millions,” William Burgess, pastor of Park 
Manor Congregational church, contrasted 
the spirit and purposes of Marshall Field 
with those of Charles T. Yerkes. 

The common verdict of the public, which

great millionaires who have died within a 
few days of each other, was doubtless a 
right and just one, he said. Marshall

This great city held 
its breath and suspended commercial ac- 


tivities while the body of Mr. Field was being 
borne to its resting place by the most dis- 
tinguished of our citizens—not because, mere- 
ly, of his great wealth, but because of re- 
spect for his character. When a man suc- 
ceeds in amassing millions without*staining 
his soul or oppressing others the world 
honors him.”

The great captain of industry who sleeps 
in death, won in Ufe's contest by no law- 
less crosscut, by no foul hit. The force of 
his own merit made its way. His ability, 
his discernment, his business genius, com- 
bined with a keen sense of justice, a kindly 
consideration for others, a granite integrity 
of character, made Marshall Field respected 
though rich.“

Marshall Field’s will, so far as can be 
learned, will be read some day this week, 
at the family residence at 4905 Prairie ave- 
nue. All the members of the family will be 
present and after it has been read the docu- 
ment will be filed in the Probate court by 
Attorney William G. Beale. It then will be 
public. 

Practically all that is definitely known 
concerning the will is that it is of consider- 
able length and includes a @reat many cod- 
icils. Its provisions are known in a general 
way to members of the family, but none of 
them will discuss it, referrim all inquiries to 
Mr. Beale, who is equally reticent. In addi- 
tion to the bequests to the family and friends 
and to the Field museum, which it gener- 
ally is believed to be around $10,000,000, there 
are legacies to old servants. é 

The absence of any apparent curlosity with 
reference to the provisions of the will, by 
members of the family or by others who rea- 
sonably may expect to become legatees, is 
attributed to the respect and affection for 
Mr. Fiel@s memory and the feeling that 
whatever disposition Mr. Field may have 
made of his property will be just and 
equitable. 


Speculation as to Inheritance Tax. 

There has Been considerable speculation as 
to) the amount of inheritance tax that will 
go to the state. On a basis of a $150,000,000 
valuation of the estate, $1,500,000 would go 
to the state. The tax is $1 for each $100, 
for legacies that go to immediate relatives, 
and $2 for each $100 bequeathed to distant 
relatives or other legatees. The county is 
allowed $1 a $1,000 as docket fees, which 
would make its share $150,000. County 
Treasurer Hamberg is entitled to 2 per cent 
as a fee for collecting the inheritance tax. 
The general belief is that the estate will be 
managed by trustees and that none of the 


large legacies will be bequeathed immediate- 


ly. This, however, does net make the es- 
tate any the less liable for the inheritance 
tax, which must be paid before the executors 
are discharged. 


Museum Plans in Abeyance. 

If, as is expected, there is a bequest for the 
Field Museum of Natural History, that 
amount Will be exempt from the inheritance 
tax. Extensive plans for the museum are 
held in abeyance until the provisions of the 
will are made <nown.

Belgium and Holland—Some excess of rain, but 
no complaints. 

France—Crops looking well, rye and barley espe- 
cially. The wheat area is the average. 

Switzerland—Winter sowings reduced on account 
of abnormal humidity. 

Spain—Crops satisfactory. 

Italy—In extreme south and Sicily generally sat- 
isfactory. In the north growing crops have suf- 
fered some damage. 

Germany—Weather conditions unfavorable 
throughout season and no marked improvement. 

Austria-Hungary—No complaints. 

Roumania—Winter cereals germinated finely. 
Area under wheat about 15 per cent short of last 
year. The 1905 crop now estimated at from 
50,000,000 to 55,000,000 bushels. The bulk of it is 
said to be out of condition, hence no important 
export movement to north of Europe ports is ex- 
pected until spring. |

Outside Opinion on the Subject Less 
Unanimous—Money Market Decid- 
edly ‘in Favor of Speculation—Fea- 
ture of the Week in Local Stocks 
the Continued Buying of United 
| Boxboard — More. Pressure to Sell 
Bank Shares than Purchase Them. 


Best opinion on the stock market appears 
to be still bullish, though there is a large 
volume of profit taking. In favor of:a‘fur- 
ther advance are both the Standard Oil and 
the Morgan groups. Standard Oil people tell 
their friends that prices will go much higher. 
The Morgan people propose to resume dtvi- 
dends on the common stock of the United 
States Steel corporation and thereby con- 
tribute to the general bull sentiment and an 
advance in the Steel shares. 

Outside of Wall street there is not that 
unanimity of belief in higher prices that 
usually obtains when general business and 
money conditions warrant universal optimis- 
tic sentiment, The market appears to have 
reached the point where it is necessary to 
have assistance in order to carry it to the 
heights desifed by the large interests. While 
the course of such a market seems reason- 
ably plain tne question of when the top will 
be reached is specially pertinent. 


Bank Statement. 


The money market is now decidedly in favor 
of speculation. Four and one-quarter per 


cent is freely quoted and cash is finding its 


way to New York in round amounts. Ex- 
change on New York at Chicago advanced 
last week to par from 40c discount. The bank 
statement on Saturday reflected the situation 
by an increase of $11,996,700 in cash. How- 
ever; there was a heavy expansion in loans 
and an increase in deposits that detracted 
from the favorable cash exhibit. The figures 
follow: 
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In the local stock market the feature of the 
week was the continued buying of United 
Boxboard shares and an advance in Illinois 
Brick stock. The Boxboard issues are bought 
because of present good earnings and the low 
price of the shares. There has been an ad- 
vance in the price of boards amounting in 
some instances, it is reported, to $6.00 or $8.00 
a ton. So long as such quotations for the 
company’s product can be maintained the 
profits will necessarily be large. But as these 
earnings fesult from pooling arrangements, 
and hence are largely artificial, their contin- 
uance must be considered speculative. 

Illinois Brick stock has been advanced on 
talk of large demand and high prices for out- 
put. American Can issues ruled generally 
steady with a tendency toward firmness. No 
increase in the dividerd rate is anticipated. 

National Biscuit shares were almost 
neglected. The pool in the common stock is 
hoiding the price around 67. The preferred 
has been allowed to drift. 

The street railroad issues were not affected 
by the municipal ownership vote of the city 


council. There is no longer a large specula- 


tive interest in the shares. The Union Trac- 
tion crowd in New York holds more than 
majority control in the stock of the Union 
Traction and West Chicago companies. The 
same crowd is a large owner of the various 
bond issues and of North Chicago stock. 


Local Bank Share Market. 


The market for bank stocks is for the time 
being unfavorable. There is more pressure 
to sell than desire to buy. The shares of 
the Illinols Trust and Savings bank have 
been an exception in that recently there 
have been some important purchases. 

As the liquidation of the Walsh properties 
proceeds the stock of the Chicago National 
is finding a market between 35 bid and 50 
asked. Not many transactions are recorded. 
The clearing house committee in charge of 
the property has made no estimate as yet 
of the amount of probable surplus assets.

LONDON EXPECTS GOOD TIMES. 


Stock Market Stands Test of Political 
Revolution and Returns from In- 
dustrials Are Good.

NDON, Jan. 21—0On the whole the 

stock exchange has taken the flow of elec- 
toral shocks of the last week with remark- 
ablecalm. To begin with, the house showed 
some signs of alarm, many members pro- 
fessing to see in the enlarged labor repre- 
sentations and the indications of a large lib- 
eral majority danger to financial interests. 
However, it was not long before this effect 
passed away. 

While little business has been done during 
ihe week, the fact that the markets have 
“pithstood the nervous apprehensions which 
Nad been aroused so well as they have done 
safely may be explained by the general im- 
provement which is taking place in the eco- 
nomic position of the country. 

The liberal party has had the luck to come 
back to power at a moment when the years 
of depression are about to give place to a 
spell of something like real national pros- 
perity. Trade and manufactures are begin- 
ning to boom all over the country, and es- 
pecially in the midlands and the north. The 
circulation of money is beginning to improve 
the position of the professional classes, and 
every section of the community is beginning 
to make some money. 

The home railway market showed a de- 
cided weakness in the opening days of the 
week and this was increased by the Metro- 
politan dividend announcement, which was 
disappointing. The Great Eastern and 
Brighton announcements, however, had ex- 
actly the contrary effect, as they proved 
better than the most optimistic forecasts. 
Traffic returns, with the exception of the 
Great Western, were good, but their influ- 
ence was small beside that of the dividends. 

Americans continued the chief, and, at 
times, the only, center of speculative ac- 
tivity, with the Unions and Southern Pa- 
cifics, Chesapeakes, and Readings well to 
the fore. Steels also have kept strong, and 
rumors were afloat that the profits earned 
in the December quarter were much better 
than those earned in either of the preced- 
ing quarters of the company’s financial year.
